When they 
etcrmlne that some one plan is prac- 
icnl, they will propose it to the miners. 
?he presidents nre saying nothing be- 
ansc the matter is, ns they say, out of 
licir hands. 


I think that President Mitchell will 


get around the difficulty caused by the 
onreeoguition of the union in this way: 
1he proposition the 10 per cent increase 
n wages or whatever it may be, will be 
ubmitted separately lo each chnpter of 
he Mine Workers' union.

There arc scores of superstitions con- 


nected with the barber's chair; which 
many people believe in impjicitly. Bar- 
bers will tell you that your Inck\for,aa 
entire day may be made or spoiled by)th» 
way you are shaved. A barber who hopes 
to please nowadays must not be an artis- 
tic barber, bat well informed on all su- 
perstitions. 


Many men who are perfectly rational 


on most subjects have a superstitious 
fear of the ill luck of the barber's.chair. 
These superstitions vary considerably'in 
different cities. Jt is a very common be- 
lief, however, tba* for a barber to lather 
the face with a single up stioke of the 
brush inevitably brings bad lack. Many 
people will sharply abuse a bjarber who 
makes this mistake. 


Another omen is that if a man takes a 


barber's chair immediately after a negro 
has vacated It he will be badly, cut while 
being shaved. It is not uncommon to 
see a man wait for some time for another 
chair rather than expose himself to tb& 
danger. 


It is considered very bad luck to see a 


hunchback in a mirror standing or pass- 
ing back of one. This omen is said to 
foretell a death in the family. 


There is quite as much good as bad 


luck to be enconnte/cd. 


To be shaved by a redheaded barber, 


for instance, is believed by many to be 
a sure cure for rheumatism. There are 
several redheaded barbers in New York 
v, ho have kept customers for a long time 
on the strength of this superstition. It is 
also comforting to remember that to be 
acciiU-ntnlly cut twice on the same side 
of the face in one shaving will insure 
good luck for some time. Should this be 
done intentionally, however, the charm is 
completely lost. 


It is well to remember tha£ if one con- 


tinually sits with legs crossed in the bar- 
ber shop the hair is likely to come out 
early in life, making a man prematurely 
bald. The habit, which is a common one, 
should therefore be reformed before it is 
too late. 


A very bad omen is to have the towel 


about the neck .drop out before one is 
shaved. This catastrophe indicates that 
one will be cut soon by a barber's care- 
lessness. 


i You cannot be too careful about having 
your chin shaved before the mustache. 
If -you persist in having the upplr lip 
shaved first, you will never, it is said, be 
able to raise a good beard. 


Another very dangerous practice is the 


no£ common one of using several razors 
for a single shave. Two razors are al- 
lowable, but to use more than two even 
for! a moment is said to bring very bad 
luck. 
A barber will sometimes try a 


razor, and if he does not find it sharp 
enough pick up another and change to a 
third in finishing. 


It is comforting to know that there are 


many more chances for receiving good 
luck than for bad luck. A person ig 
rant of all these superstitions has the per- 
centage of chance in his favor. 
Veiy 


good luck is invited by the man who has 
his shoes polished at the same time he is 
being shaved. It may be due partly to 
this superstition that this time saving 
device is becoming popular. It' is advisa 
ble to smoke while sitting in the barber's 
chair throughout the operation. This is 
said to prevent the face from smarting 
or burning afterward, ao matter how ten- 
der the skin may be. 


Still another lucky practice is to be 


shaved before breakfast. 
The good luck 


which follows, it is said, will follow one 
all day. 
The shaving mnst be done by 


a regular barber. If one shaves himself, 
the 'Charm is ineffective. — New York 
World.

"Talk about your queer trades." said' 


a man from- Texas, "what do you think 
of '!MW tracking as1 a means of making a 
living.? 1 know several'professional bee 
trackers 'wbo have1 never done anything 
else JIL their Jives, and their skill is some- 
thing almwt Incredible. 
What is-the 


workjjke, did,you ask? Well, I'll ex- 
plain. Down in Bee county, in my state, 
wh,ere!some of > the 'greatest apiaries in 
the,world are located, all honey Is graded 
and marked according to the bloom from 
which it wns obtained. l?or example, you 
may have your choice of cotton blossom, 
wild dover, horse mint and several other 
brands, each distinct in- flavor. This- 
seems very mysterious to a stranger, be- 
cause the bees range wild over miles of 
countryside. But if was discovered long 
ago that the colony from each hive or' 
cluster of hives always draw their-sweets 
from some one particular flower and reli- 
giously shun the others. At the begin- 
ning of the honey making season tbe'pro- 
prietor of a bee farm wants to know, of 
course, how much of each flavor he is 
going to have, as a basis of calculations. 
So he sets the tracker to work. 


"The tracker. Who is always a native 


Mexican. mounts-«hi3 tough little bron- 
cho, ridos over to a row of- hives, waits 
until a big, healthy looking bee emerges, 
and when it flics away on its daily que?t 
he gallops along in its tyake. Often the 
feeding ground' is miles distant, and the 
bee takes anything but a bceline. On the 
contrary, it makes long detours, frisks 
and frolics through gaidens, loafs in' 
shady groves and 1ms a good time gener- 
ally. Bnt it is the rarest thing in the 
world for it to shake oft its 'shadow.' 
How the Mexican manages to keep it in 
sight and to distinguish it from other 
bees it meets en route I have never been 
able to understand. The business seefts 
actually to develop a special faculty. 
When the bee finally reaches its destina- 
tion, the tracker makes a mental note 
of the variety of flower and then returns 
home. Nest day he verifies his observa- 
tion by following another honey gatherer 
and then labels the hive and proceeds to 
the next one. When his task is done, 
the apiary man knows exactly what he 
can depend on in the (several flavors. The 
trackers are well paid; enough to let 
them loaf between seasons."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

In Europe it 1ft called the 
pea-crab an* is decidedly scarce,' rarely 
seen.except by naturalists. It is com- 
mon on oar coasts, - not1 only in oysters, 
bnt also in mussels and scallops. 


Washington crab is a name that has 


been suggested for- it, as it was consjd* 
ered a-great delicacy by our first presi- 
dent, says The Scientific •American, The 
oyster crab bos been known front the ear- 
liest history, and a curious network of 
stories have been woven about it. i . 
<. 


Aristotle -the Greek and Pliny the Bo-1 


man.) naturalists, believed that a definite 
relation or understanding- existed be- 
tween the shellfish ,and its lodger and 
even went so for as to say that death 
would be the result if the crab should de- 
sert its host. The watchful crab, living 
within the home of the dull and stupid 
oyster, on seeing small fish approach, 
would wait until one more bold than the 
rest of his companions ventured within i 
the 'open shell; then, gently nipping the 
oyster, the doors would be closed and the 
fish held a prisoner. Thereupon the two, 
the host and his.guest, would feed at lei- 
sure upon the body of the venturesome 
fish. 


Another story, which held its own until 


late in the last century, was that this lit- 
tle crab played the part of the "king's 
jackal," wbo hunted by night for his 
majesty the lipn. It would sally forth to 
hunt and bring food to the helpless mus- 
sel or oyster and on returning from the 
hunt, should it find the house closed, 
would give a cry, which was recognized 
by the host, the door instantly opened, 
nnd it was allowed to enter. Study has 
shown that the crab never leaves its 
home and cannot cry, but as for the lion, 
who, 
in fact, often gets the food for the 


jackal, so it is that the little crab feeds 
upon the substances which are swept in 
by the current of -water made by the bi- 
valve in order to bring its own food and 
to freshen the water for its respiration. 


Again, the crab was said to worn its 


protecting host from danger by a timely 
pinch, so that the doors could be closed 
against some crafty octopus or insidious 
starfish, and for which service the crab 
was rewarded by board and lodging. 


It is true the oj ster crab nmy act in 


such manner that it warns the oyster of 
the approach of danger, but one can 
scarcely believe that it is anything but a 
personal motive "on its part. Piesent day 
folks do not believe that any intelligent 
understanding exists between the two. 
We have all seen how a crab will hurrj 
back and forth on the appioach of dan- 
ger, will dait into the first crevice to es- 
cape its foe and when in safety brandish 
its formidable claws with the greatest 
show of bravery. 
So the little oyster 


crab may with the same instinct run 
back and forth within the xeiisitive man- 
tle of the oyster nnd, retreating, push 
against its soft body, which will indicate 
to the slothful intelligence of its ho<t 
that something is wrong outside, when it 
will discreet 1) close its shell as the better 
part of -\alor.—Chicago News.

This railway is in reality the 
Boston and Maine electric railroad, but 
it is a good deal handier to call it tbe 
.Portsmouth electric railway. 


The Boston and Maine has filed in 


the supreme court a petition for leave 
to build extensions even beyond what 
had been hoped for. The managers of 
the big corporation have evidently be- 
come convinced that the people have 
decided that they will have electric 
roads, and their experience with the 
Poi t*in jnUi lino this season has no 
doubt convinced them that such roads 
willpay; and having arrived at this 
conclusion they have decided to go 
ahead and build them. That the court 
will in due time grant the permission 
desired UD one hereabouts doubts. 


Of the lines asked for one is to be 


run from Market square, through Pleas- 
ant and Murcy streets and Newcastle 
avenue to tlie property of the proprie- 
tors of the Newcastle bridge; "over and 
across the property anil estate of said 
proprietors" to Newcastle, and through 
Newcastle, past tbe town hall and post- 
office and the dwelling cf Dollie F. 
Haywood to the Baach Hill road, and 
to tbe Atlantic oce m ut the end of that 
road.

A member of the Professional Woman's 


league who has traveled extensively in for- 
eign lands said that you can classify the 
peoples of tbe world by tbe way they cut 
their meat, says a New York exchange. 
The powerful physical nature of the An- 
glo-Saxon is well illustrated by the huge 
rib roasts and the immense shoulders of 
mutton. The more artistic nature of the 
Frenchman is shown by his cutting his 
meat into thin slices of fillet, into epigrams 
and into the filmy affairs he calls "rosblf." 


The Arab cuts bis meat into a thin rib- 


bon, wraps It around an iron skewer, 
broils it over a charcoal fire, and, lo and 
behold, there is the famous knbob. Strange 
to say, it is vfery rare for the Anglo-Saxon 
to out his meat thin just as it is rare for 
the eastern races to serve it in massive 
portions. Yet wo could improve our daily 
bill of fare, especially in the summer sea- 
son, by adopting many of tho dishes and 
methods of these other races. 


Thus the kabob system may be applied 


to any kind of flesh or fowl and produces 
a crisp, palatable and nourishing culinary 
creation 
Another series of very pleasant 


dishes are ma do by cutting meat into long 
strips about the size of a lead pencil and 
frying them, after they hate been salted 
and peppered, in cither their own fat or in 
olive oil. The liquid should bo very hot 
before the meat is put in, so as to close up 
all the pores and keep the juice within tho 
liber. These pencils, when cooked proper- 
ly, are clean, delicious, brittle and vory 
appetizing. Still another system comes 
from Italy and Spain in that very attract- 
ive preparation known as fritas. 
These 


consist of little pieces of meat about the 
size of a hickory nut. One will bo made 
of beuf, another of htinb, a third of chick- 
en, a fourth of duck, a fifth of corned beef, 
a sixth of cold beefsteak. Tho greater tho 
variety tho more successful tho dish, 
llioso pieces are very well seasoned, bo- 
iug rubbed with a clove of garlic, salted, 
peppered and usually touched with a drop 
or two of onion juice. They arc then dip- 
ped in batter and fried over a very hot 
fire. When they como out, all look alike, 
so that the guest has the additional attrac- 
tion of novelty, variety and surprise. 


Tho toughness of tho kidney disappears 


uloinst entirely if it bo cut with a sharp 
knife as fine us Saratoga chips, or, better 
still, if it bo put through a meat cutting 
machine and reduced to a mere pulp. Ihe 
great advantage of this style of prepara- 
tion is that it makes moat absolutely safe. 
All flesh is liable to contain within its 
fibers tho germs and even the bodies of in- 
ternal parasites. These are killed by the 
high temperature and long exposure. 
Nevertheless in many pieces of roast beef 
us served upon tho hest tables in the land 
thero are underdone centers where these 
organisms may bo alive. Tho eater does 
not know the difference, because they are 
hardly discernible to tho nqjscd eye. Cut- 
ting it line or thin, however, and then 
cookinu it, even for n few minutes, abso- 
lutely destroys ull life.—Sit Louis Repub- 
lic.

THE SPANISH NATION, 


BYE LO\V SONG. 


Few Useful or Ingenious Invention* At- 


tributed to Its Sons. 


The Spaniel) government is one of tho 


oldest organized in tbo world. Tbo Span- 
ish nation is one of the oldest maintaining 
intact its official identity in Europe. In 
many of tho arts and sciences, as well as 
in war, commerce, navigation and geo- 
graphical research, Spaniards have taken 
high rank, but for somo reason Spaniards 
have boon of very little note as inventors. 


Xhoto ate few useful or ingenious inven- 


tions which are attributed to men of Span- 
ish birth or ancestry. Cannon wore used 
by the Spaniards nearly 600 ycar,s ngo, and 
before their use by either the English or 
the French, but these cannon were brought 
into Spain by tho Moor,s. The Invention 
of tbo microscope is ascribed to a Gorman, 
of gunpowder to a Hindoo, of printing to a 
Gorman, of the rifle to a native.of Vienna, 
of photography to a Frenchman, of tho 
padlock to a German, the pendulum to an 
Italian, the mariner's compass to a China- 
man, 
the guitar to an Egyptian, hats to a 


Swiss resident of the city of Paris, the ka- 
leidoscope to an Italian, dice to an ancient 
Greek, the drnm.to an. Arabian, the gal- 
vanic battery to an Italian, the balloon to 
a Frenchman, the barometer to an Italian, 
bqmbg ^to_ a Hollander, bayonets to a 
Frenchman, the accordion—as an instru- 
ment of music—to a German resident of 
Vienno, .fresco painting to an Italian, tho 
clarinet to a German resident of Leipsic, 
storeotypying to a Frenchman, the tele- 
scope to a Hollander, the thermometer to 
Galilei, an Italian;- the velocipede, tho 
forerunner of tho bicycle, to a German and 
tho printing,press to.n Dutchman. But it 
does not appear tbat in any of those inven- 
tions, either in originating or in. perfect- 
ing-them, any. Spaniard took a prominent 
part or indef,I any pait whatever* 
•• 


In modern inventions, as the records of 


the patent office establish, Americans 
stand jQot only at the , head, but so fai 
ahead of tho people of'other countries as to 
render unnecessary any comparison. In 
all mechanical contrivances, and especial- 
ly those, used, in Manufactures or in., inx- 
provcd nnd progressive agricultural opera- 
tions, Americans stand first, and at the foot 
of tho list, among civilized nations, aro 
the Spaniards. In the sixteenth century 
Seville alone had 16,000 silk looms. There 
live now only 3,000 in all Spain. Spain is 
the only European country in which the 
manufacturing industry has gone back 
ward during the last half century.—New 
York Sun.

telegraph appropriation bill had preceded 
him. A man named AVilliam Brown, who 
afterward become prominent in congress, 
bad been nominated by tho Doniejcrats, 
and be was conducting a •. igorous cam- 
paign. 


"In thoso days joint stumping tours 


we.ro customary, and the two candidates 
\\ent from place to place through the dis- 
trier, asking for the votos of the people. 
Brown's platform consisted <>£ only one 
plunk. That was the criminal record of 
liis. opponent. 


"lie. would got up before a crowd of vot- 


ers and ask them if they had heard how 
\Yjillaco had voted to give 840,000 of tho 
public's money to a man.who proposed to 
transmit messages by means of a wire bo- 
tweon Bnltinwro and Washington. 
The 


ridiculousness of such a thing was soap- 
parent that Wallace's action could not bo 
considered as u jncre mistake. 
It. was 


clearly an outrage upon tbo people — u do- 
liberate swindle. 
" 'You may not believe,1 Brown was in 


tho habit of concluding, 'that any man 
with a spark of common sense would vote 
away the publifc funds for the furtherance 
of such n chimerical scheme, but tho gen- 
tleman is hero before you.

"AVnllaco of course admitted that he bad 


voted nway the money, and ho tried to ex- 
plain what.

Mile of Couutry. 


Fort Worth, Tex., Sept. 2U.~ The Trin- 


ity, river continues to rise and is fully 35 
feet at this point. The overflow reaches 
out Inure thuu a mile, icsembliug a big 
luko, and in from three te> six feet deep. 


Much of the Cotton Belt railroad track 


has been carried away. The Cotton Belt 
depot is surrounded with water three or 
four feet deep, and all business is sus- 
pended tempouirily, as trains cannot get 
intp the yaids or even within a mile of 
them. 


The waters hn've interfered with tho 


running of'trains and street cars in the 
city. Service over the north side street 
zur lines has been abandoned. 


It has been many years since the wa- 


ters of tlie Trinity have reached such a 
high stage. 


As yet no loss of life has been reported, 


but it is believed that possibly some peo- 
ple* have perished below this, city iu the 
Tiinity river bottoms by the unpreere- 
deute'd overflow. 


The people below here were not noti- 


fied of the great rise, as they were at 
tl-is point. The damage to farms along 
the river will be very great, and possibly 
the loss will reach JjvJ 00,000. 


AA'atcr surrounding the waterworks sta- 


tion was three feet deep. 
If the flood 


continues tei lise, damage to the water- 
woi l;s cannot be averted.

wrie s;ned from the swollen stieam by 
1 tie-in's, who we»t to them with a row- 
boat.

clerk on South Clark street the other Aay. 


Thoclork proceeded to pour shellac, salt- 


peter, sulphur and other ingredients on to 
tho pun of the scales; until the five ounce 
weight swung at a balance. The purchaser 
pocketed tho small mixture of powdears 
and departed. 


The druggist explained; 
"We sell luck all tho time, and that 


man who just left is one of our best cus- 
tomers. You notice he tailed for the Sally 
AVhito brand. That seems to bo tho most 
popular kind of luck. It is called Sally 
White after n, character in tho levco by that 
name.

Then thero Is a common luck thr.t is made 
of tho same powders In various combina- 
tions. This is considered by somo as effi- 
cacious as tho Sally AVhito. It is a bit 
cheaper. Another sort of luck is mndn by 
tho combination of oils, such ns verbena, 
pennyroyal, tansy, cexlar, cloves and white 
rum. This has no particular nnnio. It is 
simply luck. The negroes always specify 
what kind is desired.

It is very easy to get into the wrong 


department of a railroad," said one of a 
group of railroad men in the hotel Jobby, 
a portly man with hair that was snowy 
white. "I made that mistake in the very 
beginning of my career; went into- the 
operating department, ar.d it required one 
of the severest lessons of my life to .teach 
ir.e that I didn't belong there. Let me tell 
you about it. The first position of impor- 
tance that I ever held on a railroad was 
us a dispatcher on. one of the western 
roads, in the hottest country the sun 
chines upon in this hemisphere today. It 
happened in Arizona. The heat was so 
intense that to sleep was utterly impossi- 
ble until nature became exhausted. Dur- 
ing the day the thermometer frequently 
registered .120, and I remember how, we 
used to hold a lighted cigar under the in- 
strument just as the overland passenger 
train pulled in at noon with tourists al- 
most prostrated. And many a- hearty 
laugh we had, too, as they gaze'd wonder- 
ingly at the thermometer with the mer- 
cury up to the highest point, after which 
they would send scores of telegrams to 
friends in the cast describing the heat. 


"1 was working what we called the 


'third trick,' from midnight to 8 o'clock 
in the morning. 
Our office controlled 


nearly 500 miles of track. 
AA'o had three 


mountain ranges on our division, and ev- 
ery railroad man knows what that means 
to a dispatcher. It was necessary to split 
all our freight trains into several sections 
to cross these mountains, and as we had 
only a few telegraph oflices, and those 
we did have were far apart, we had to 
do some pretty close figuring to prevent 
delay of trains. 
This sort of voik is 


sulliciently trying in a cool climate. In a 
land where every one* was constantly on 
the verge of collapse it was rendered dou- 
bly hard. 


"One night iu August I went on duty, 


,as usual, at midnight and received the 
•transfer of everything on the division. 
AVe opened a new train sheet at 12 
o'clock, and after checking off with a 
blue pencil all the trains that had reach- 
ed their destination I placed this new 
sheet over that used the previous day. 
There was an order on the hook to i-.m 
a regular west bound water train ahead 
of time for n point at about the middle 
of the division, and at 1 o'clock I started 
it out. 
I must have been half asleep 


when I gave that older to the operator, 
for I neglected to do what every dis- 
patcher does, what 1 had done always 
.before issuing running orders—I failed to 
look at the old train sheet. Had I done 
so I might still be a dispatcher instead 
of general manager. 
No\\, all of you 


know that a train running abend of time 
has the rights of an extra only. 
Ten 


minutes after receiving the report of tho 
departure of that water train I glanced 
at the old bheot. What I saw sent ihc 
blood to my head with a rush, and 1 
dropped back in mj chair helpless, for 
away up in one corner of the sheet I saw 
that an e.\ti:i was coming east. 
I had 


fieiihe enough left to call up the station 
from which tho water train had just de- 
parted, in the hope that it might havn 
lingered in. the yard nnd might still be 
Mopped by the switchman. 
Hut it was 


too late. 
AA'hat could I do? There was 


not another night ollice on that part of 
the division, and t\\o trains were rusliinj: 
toward each other with nothing to warn 
.them of the wreck that I knew must oc- 
cur. 


"I have heard of men's hnir turning 


white in a single night, and I have read 
of others bein* driven mad under condi- 
tions more favorable than those through 
which T lived for two hours that August 
night. For 120 miiuites I lived ovor ev- 
ery smallest detail < , C my life. 
I followed 


those trains mentally over every inch of 
the division. I knew ju.st about where 
they must come together. It would oc- 
cur on a sharp curve where neither 
would see the other until it would be 
impossible to stop. 1 could see the agony 
on the fae*s of the engineers and the 
firemen as they caught one Hash of the 
headlights and then came the crash, the 
escaping steam, the grinding and creak- 
ing ot broken timbers. 
Knt over all I 


heard the cries and groans of injured 
men, and every one of them was a friend 
of mine. 


"For two hours I was obliged to con- 


tinue seeding orders to 4.0 or 50 trains on 
other parts of the road, and all the time 
I was waiting for the message that 
would contain the details of the collision. 
I tell you, gentlemen"—here the whit" 
haireQ man rose to his feet, stirred by the 
recollection—"I wouldn't live tha,t night 
over again for all the world. 1 couldn't 
tell you in an hour of all the thoughts 
that crowded to my mind- as, I worked 
and waited. Nearly all the men compos- 
ing the crews on those two trains were 
married. 
I knew their wives nnd chil- 


dren, I had grown up among them, and 
before the break of day, I thought, they 
would be \\ idows and orphans, and I—I 
should never dare to look them in the 
face again. Perhaps the law would pun- 
ish me. Hero the idea occurred'to-me 
that I roust escape. It didn't matter 
where I went. 
I wanted only to go. 


where I should not bo seen by those who 
knew of my criminal carelessness. About 
3 o'clock I had figured that iu n few mo- 
ments I should know the worst. By that 
time I was no longer fit to handle trains, 
nnd, 
although I had said no word to my 


call boy, he knew that something was 
wrong ami without consulting me awoke 
tho chief dispatcher. I-remembered see- 
ing Johnny come into the office. Then, I 
mny as well confess it, I lay down on the 
counter, or some one put me there. The 
next UUng I knew was that water wan 
being dashed into my face, and the chief 
was saying: 'Conic, old man, it's alt right 
They didn't hit; they met at Ludlow.'"
